Bourbon Street vice kingpin William 
“Rick." Colaeureio Jr. posted a $ 1 00.- 
000 cashier’s check as bond less than a 
'half-hour after his arraignment on 
racketeering charges Friday. 

Colacnrcio, 57, was arraigned before 
U.S. Magistrate Ingard O. Johannesen, 
who set the $100,000 bond after C’ola- 
curcio stated he is self-employed as a 
bar owner. Colaeureio gave as his ad- 
dress 52? Bourbon St., and said he has 
approximately $1 00,000 in bank ac- 
counts and about $185,000 in local real 
estate. 

. Colacurcio’s attorney for the ar- 
raignment, Ed Castaing, asked 
Johannesen not to remand Colaeureio 
to jail because he intended to post the 
bond. Johannesen said Colaeureio 
would remain in jail until he posted the 
bond, and about 20 minutes later his 
son, Rick Colaeureio III, arrived with 
the cashier's check.

Colaeureio was released. He will be 
represented at trial by local criminal 
trial attorney F. Irvin Dymond. Jnhan- 
nesen set a preliminary hearing for 
June 21. 

A complaint filed against Colaeureio 
by the federal Organized Crime and 
Racketeering .Strike Force alleges 13 
overt acts in violation of the Racketeer 
Influence and Corrupt Organizations 
tltlCO) statute. The complaint alleges 
Colaeureio paid three undercover New 
Orleans police officers and one FBI 
agent 10 bribes totaling $3,600 between, 
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Jan. 29 and April 17 to protect his al- 
leged gambling operation. 

Accused of bribing police in the same 
complaint as Colaeureio are Dinos Ral- 
iis, who identified himself Friday in 
court as Constantios Rallis, 42, "and 
Theodoros “Teddy” Dimopoulas. 27. 

The three allegedly ran a gambling 
operation on the second and third 
■floors of 523 Iberville St., in the Greek- 
Italian Association Club. The club was 
raided at the same time police and FBI 
agents rounded up more than 100 
prostitutes and panderers Thursday 
night. 

Johannesen set a $200,000 bond for 
Dimopoulas Friday, and a $100,000 
bond for Rallis. Neither had posted 
bond late Friday. Rallis gave as his ad- 
dress 523 Iberville, the club's location. 
Dimopoulas listed his address as 601 
Iberville St. Neither is a U.S. citizen. 

Rallis is charged in the complaint 
with paying one bribe of $40 to officer 
^tiiben Tank on Jan. 20. Dimopoulas is 
accused of paying a $50 bribe to Tank 
on March 3. 

Colaeureio is accused of bribing offi- 
cer John Kastner on 10 occasions, 
usually in amounts of $300. 

Also arrested on RICO charges and 
arraigned Friday before Johannesen 
were: 

- Orestes Pena, 55, 6100 Argonne 
Blvd , accused of paying 12 bribes to 
Kastner totaling $3,400 between Sept. 

6. 1978, and Jan. 16. He described him- 
self as being in the real estate business 
and claimed to own four bars — two on 
Decatur Street — worth a total of 
$214,500. He said he had about $40,000 
in the bank. Johannesen set his bond at 
$75,000 and commented. “Seventy-five 
is kind of light. " Pena posted a surety 
bond. 

— Amelia “Amy" Rodriguez, 4 6, a 
native of Puerto Rico, 5862 Seagull 
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uriguez owns the bar. She is char 
with making 24 bribery paym , 
totaling $5,2110 to Kastner and off, 
Ronald Brink between Oct. 2 6, It 






and May 23. Johannesen set her bend 
at $50,000. She said she had no money, 
and when she was leaving the court- 
room. she approached Brink and shout- 
ed in his face, "Pig 1 " 

— Ruperto Pena, brother of Orestes 
Pena, 52. 5146 Mandeville St. and man- 
ager of the Copa Cabana Bar at 239 
Decatur St. He was charged in a sepa- 
rate complaint with making 30 bribery 
payments to Kastner. Brink. Tank, and 
FBI agent Charles L. McGinty, totaling 
$3.4(5 since last October. Johannesen 
set bond at $100,000, which was not 
made. 

— Paulino Lopez, a native of Cuba. 
46, 4628 Reich St., Metairie, owner of 
Los Amantes (The Lovers) bar, 121 
Decatur St. He claimed to have $4,000 
in the bank and a home worth $50,000. 
Lopez is charged with paying 16 bribes 
to Kastner and Brink totaling $2,600. 

Lopez, according to the complaint, 
first discussed the payments last 
November during a meeting with Kast- 
ner and Brink at his bar. Local real es- 
tate records show Lopez sold haif- 
interest in his bar to City Council fiscal 
officer Louis Gomez in January. 

Johannesen set Lopez' bond at $75,- 
000, which Lopez later posted. 



— Maria Christina Rubio. 39, of Hon- 
duras, 2165 Treasure St., a barmaid at 
Los Amantes, was charged with bribing 
Raster on five occasions, totaling $ 775 . 
Johannesen set her bond at $50.0U0. She 
said she has no money. 

— Ramon Fernandez, 33, a native of 
Spain. 4645 Yale St., Metairie, identi- 
fied himself as a carpenter with $100 in 
cash and $300 in the bank. He is de- 
scribed by authorities as an employee 
at Los Amantes and is accused of mak- 
ing three bribery payments to Kastner 
and Brink totaling $525. His bond was 
set at $50,000, and he later posted it. 

Johannesen ordered the four who 
posted bond - Colaeureio, Lopez, 
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and Pena not to dispose of any of their 
piopcrty, as U ran be seized by federal 
authorities upon conviction of RICO 
violations. 




If convicted, each of the nine could 
receive a maximum penalty of 20 
years in prison and a fine of $25,000 for 
each charge. 

In addition, the seizures apply to anv 
property involved in the racketeering 
activities. Eades Hogue, head of the 
strike force, said the government will 
ask for that penalty. 

Of the more than 100 hookers and 
panderers arrested in Thursday night's 
raid, at least six have been paroled by 
public officials. They are: 

— Shelisa Perkins. 16. charged with 
obstruction of a public sidewalk, was 
paroled by State Rep. Johnny Jackson 
Jr. of House District 101, and a a mem- 
ber of the Democratic State Central 
Committee. 

— Donshika Campbell, 22, charged 
with loitering for prostitution, was pa- 
roled by attorney Guy J. D'Antonio, a 
member of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee and an unsuccessful 
candidate for Civil District Court judge 
last year. 

— Mattie Harris. 19, charged with 
loitering for prostitution, was paroled 
by Hcilis Ruiz, a member of the Or- 
leans Parish Democratic Executive 
Committee. 

— Lewis Ratcliff, 39, charged with 
interfering with police, was paroled by 
Mrs. Dorothy Krasnoff, wife of attor- 
ney and twice defeated Congressional 
candidate Sanford Krasnoft. She is a 
member of the Orleans Parish Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee. 

— Jerry Battister, 26, charged with 
loitering for prostitution; was paroled 
by Charles Pisano, a member of the 
Democratic State Central Committee. 

— Reginald Cummings, 25, charged 
with obstruction a sidewalk, was pa- 
roled by Frank J. Serio. a member of 

the Orleans Parish Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee.
